Presidio the men of the Seventh Cali- 
fornia volunteers lined the roadway, 
and though envious of the good luck 
of their camp comrades in being se- 
lected to go before them, cheered them 
vigorously on their way. 


When the down town 
section was 


reached bombs were 
fired, whistles 


blown and the crowds yelled words of 
courage to the marching soldiers. "Wo- 
men pressed forward into the lines and 
gave flowers to the men, while patri- 
otic citizens bought baskets of oranges 
and other fruits and through the agen- 
cy of small boys distributed them to 
the departing warriors. 


The men from 
Oregon 
seemed to 


thoroughly appreciate the good feeling 
of the people of California, and in spite 
of their heavy loads of blankets and 
haversacks, marched with heads up and 
shoulders squared over the first stase 
of their long journey to the Philippines. 


There was another enormous crowd at 


the mall dock, but profiting by yester- 
day's experience, a large force of police 
was able to keep the people within 
bounds. Arriving at the dock the Ore- 
gon regiment, with the exception of 
Companies F, I and M boarded the Aus- 
tralia. The three other companies, to- 
gether with the four companies of reg- 
ulars and artillery, embarked on the 
transport City 
of Sydney.

Summers will be In command of.the 
majority of the Oregonians, and Major 
Eastwick will be in charge of the three 
companies on the City of Sydney. 


The transports were all in readiness 


for the troops, who marched on 'board 
with but little delay. About noon the 
steamers' left the docks and anchored 
out in the stream near the City of Pe- 
king. There the finishing touches will" 
be given to the cargoes of the trans- 
ports, and tomorrow morning the three" 
big steamships will start for Manila.

Rev, Sawyer Delivers a War 


Sermon From Biblical 


Text. 


Says the Anglo-Saxon Race Comprises 


the Lost Tribes of 


Israel. 


The Rev. R. H. Sawyer, pas-tor of the 


Central Christian Church chose as his 
subject 
for Sunday night's sermon, 


"The Present War In Prophecy." He 
said in part: 


"The ox knowet'h 'his oivner, and the 


ass his master's crib, but Isra&l tloth 
not know, my people doth not consider. 
Witih all the boasted intelligence of this 
Nineteenth 
Century there are many 


great lessons awai-tlng the acceptance 
o-f the honest seeker for truth, and so 
plainly are some of them t'aug-ht that 
there seems to be no excuse for ig-- 
norance. 


"Time lias passed rapidly onward, 


roll-ing up Uhe record of the centuries 
since 
'the 
prophet complained that 


•God's people dtd not knaiv, and -would 
not consider, but never perhaps could 
.the charge be so appropriately applied 
as ro the people of God -in. these- pres- 
ent 
d'ays o£ crisis an'cl decision. 
The 


relation of Uhe American Nation to the 
prophecies of the Bible are not known 
as they .should be known, a-nd tfo not 
•receive the consideration at the hands 
i'C the servants of God which such a 
matter 
of sucih importance demands. 


The peculiar origin and marveloois his- 
tory of 'the American na'tlon may only 
be accounted Cor in one way: God g-ave 
it ;to the world for a purpose, and "his 
hand shapes the destiny of Tier peo- 
ple. 


"The 
youngest of the earth's great 


nations, 
yet recognized as a leading 


power by all others, America Is being 
us?cl 
by Almighty God in reforming 


and -transforming 'the lives of men, and 
bringing upon the earth the conditions 
promised in his word -when peace, pros- 
perity 
and happiness shall prevail 


throughout the lands, 'and when men 
shall apply themselves to the pleasant 
and profitable task x>f doing the divine 
will. 
"With this declaration of universal 


peace the average Christian Is in full 
accord, but the sentimentality of many 
sianda in the way o'f an understand- 
ing of the methods to be employed. 
Too many so-ca.lled Christians have no 
more- practical duty in life than to sing 


• and pray, and 'drop an occasional nick- 


el in ttie contribution ib'aaket, failing to 
realize that God's plans for the ad- 
vancement of humanity are ever exe- 
cuted through human instrumentalities, 
aid that their passive faith is but lit- 
tle 
better -than the Infidel's denial. 


There is a class of 'peace-at-any-price' | 
Christians -who are constantly qudting | 
th« prophecy, 'They shall beat their 
swords 
into plowshares, and 
their 
spears into pruning -hooks, Tiation sfaall 
not lift up sword against nation, neith- 
er 
shall they learn war any more.' 
Certainly this Is a glorious prospect, 
and 
one to 
wliich every Christiian 


should 
look 
eagerly forward, ;buit it 


should nqt'blind ftim to fhe all impor- 
tant duties willed intervene. 


'Another prophecy, of equal import 


and one that must be fulfilled -before 
peace is possible, seems -to 'have escap- 
ed yt he attention of tihe average Chri-s- 


:'tlnnr 'Prepare war, wake up the migih- 
ty men. let a-11 the men of war draw 
n°ar 
let them come up; beat your 


plowshares 
into 
swords, and your 


pruning-hooks into spears; let the we'ak 
nay. 
I ' am strong.' This prophecy 


should not be dismissed as something 
belonging to their remote future. Nev- 
er 
in humanity's his'Lory 'has world 


wide 
warfare seemed more imminent 


than in these last -days of the "Nine- 
teenth Century 


"The great nations of earth -were r.ev- 


er 
before so active in preparing the 


mighty 
engines 
of destruction, and 


in learning the art of destroying Jiu- 
man life. 
The grealt -nations of the 


world have a force of men constantly 
on 
du-t}-. -and fully armed for battle 


•which numbers more than ten millions; 
gTp.it 'factories, employing «t least 'a 
million more are kept running day and 
night manufacturing the armaments of 
war. 
The 
I-,',ntln 
nations seems but 


waiting 
for an excus-; to fly a!t the 


throats of their Anglo-Saxon rreigh- 
bors, thus precipitating the bloodiest 
war in human history. 'This hour's 
the very crisis of your faile,' may well 
be said of Anglo Saxondom today. The 
master minds of the Tvorld .are agreed 
Chat 
the present is a time of crisis. 


Professor C. A. I,. '.rotten, of Yale Uni- 
versity said. 'All the world -is poised 
upon the tiptoe of anticipation and is 
peering forward.' Bishop Wnlpple is 
luotec! an saying. 'We are living in the 
outside of the world, when all things 
point toward the second coming of our 
King.1 Josiah Strong, author of that 
wonderful 
book, 'Our Country,' said, 


'The closing years of t'ne Nineteenth 
Century Is the great focal point in his- 
tory, toward which all 'the lines of past 
progress are converging.' M. L. Streat- 
or, whose works on prophecy are quoted 
by the best scholars of the day, said -to 
me recently in 'a personal letter. 'I 
opine that we are now having the skir- 
mishing for the greait events that will 
finally result in the fall of mystic Baby- 
lon and the iwar of Armcgeddon.1 


"Many 
prophecies of both the/'Old 


and the Now Testament tremble on ithe 
verge of furfilment, and it is a 'time 
when God's people should be alive to 
the seriousness of the situation. Mod- 
ern Israel is undoubtedly being called 
to war, 
and I am glad that Anglo- 


Saxondom 
is beginning to hear bhe 


voice of Jelhovah, calling to the sons 
of Jacob. 'Fear -not, ttwu worm Jacob, 
and ye men of Israel: r will help thee. 
Behold. I will make >thee a new sharp 
threshing instrument 
(having teeth: 


't'hou sh-alt -thresh uhe moun'Lains, and 
b-eot them' small, and shall make the 
hills as chaff. Thou Shalt Beck trTom. 
and 
shalt not find them, even them 
that contended with thea: they that 
-war against the? shall be a.3 nothing, 
and as a thing of -nought.1 


"But who are the sons of Jacob, and 


•where may we find modern Israel? Let 
us. go backward in thought over the c-c-n- 
turies tn that time when God said to tho 
patriarch Jacob, "Thy name shall not be 
c-allcd any more Jacob, but Iwrael shall bs 
thy name; and he called his name Israel 
And God said -unto him,' I ntn God Al- 
miRluy; be fruitful and multiply; a na- 
tion and a company of nations shall be of 
thce, and kings shall come out of thy 
loins.' . History tells us how tho Lord's 
promise was kept In the multiplication of 
the family of Jacob into a. strong natior 
of people who fought and 
overcame 
their enemies and established themselves 
in the land of Canaan. 
The wonderful 


achievements of Israel under Kings Saul 
Dnvid and Solomon challenges the admi- 
ration of every age. But she did not long 
maintain her position .of -glory on the 
proud heights of fame. The.evil deeds of 
. Solomon caused the division of tho king- 
^ ilnm, and Israel's rapid ^decline and fall 


was later inscribed oh i-tho pages of his- 
tory. Seven'hundred-years" B. C., Shal-j 
mancser. King of Assyria, made war 


against Samaria and carried Israel a-way 
into captivity, placing them in a narrow 
valley between tho Black and Caspian 
seas! and just south of the Caucasus 
'mountains. Hero they -were lost to his- 
tory, as though the earth had opened and 
swallowed them up. 
So complete was 


their bewilderment that they lost sight 
of their own identity as a nation, forget- 
ting the promises -which -God had made to 
their fathers. '. 


"This was 'only %vhat . God had said 


should be viKltcU upon them. 'For the 
Lord was very angry with Israel, and re- 
moved them out of his sight; there was 
none left but the tribe, of Judah only.' 
But even Judah' could not escape the aw- 
ful" consequences of her sins against God. 
The destruction and seeming obiitbration 
of Jehovah's ancient people was accom- 
plished in A, :D. 66, when Jerusalem wag 
besieged, and, a.fter a halt year, of war- 
fare, pestilence and famine, during which 
rr.ore than a million of her inhabitants 
died, Jerusalem was taken, by Titus and 
her remaining people to the number of a 
hundred 'thousand were carried away into 
captivity. 
".But God did not purpose the destruc- 


tion of his people. His promise was that 
they should one day be restored and be- 
come as the sands of the sea and the 
stars of heaven for number. Under Zer* 
ubbabel, Ezra and Nehemiah about sev- 
enty thousand of the exiles returned and 
restored in part tho fallen kingdom. But 
this return, could not be 'sold to be the 
triumphal return -promised by the proph- 
ets of God, who said, 'And it shall come 
to pass in that day. that the Lord shal! 
set his hand again the second time to re- 
cover the remnant of his. people, whlclt 
shall be .left from Assyria, and from 


t, and from Pathros, from Cash. 


and from Elam, and from Shinar, and 
from Hamatli, and from the islands of 
tho sea. And he shall set up an ensign 
for tho nations, and shall assemble the 
outcasts of Israel, and gather together 
tho dispersed of Judah from the four cor- 
ners of the earth." At the time of the 
return of tho little remnant under tho 
leaders mentioned, Israel was not scat- 
tered in the islands of the Rea,. nor to the 
four corners of the earth. This prophecy 
must refer to some other period. History 
will, show -that Israel - went out from the 
valloy where' Snalrhaneser had placed 
them, and, .crossing, the lofty ranges of 
the Caucasus mountains, they scattered 
out to tho four corners of the earth, 
seeming to wait for that lime when God 
would gather them out of the countries 
wherein they were scattered, 


"The prophet Kzekiel tellfi us of the 


methods employed by tho Almighty in 
bringing Israel from the four corners of 
tho earth, and re-veals to this thoughtful 
American a glimpse of his past history 
and an Intimation of the glorious priv- 
ileges of American citizenship. 
'And I 


will bring you out from the people, andl 
will gather you out oC tho countries 
wherein yo are scattered, with a mighty 
hand, and with a stretched out arm, anil 
with fury poured out. . . . And I will 
cause you to pass under the rod, and I 
will bring you into the bond of tho cov- 
enant.' Now for a moment consider the 
reasons which prompted our fathers to 
leave the countries of the old world ancl 
come flocking to tha great unknown wil- 
derness of the . West, blazing the way 
marvelous civilization of today. "Was it 
not because of the relentless persecutions 
cf these laml=? Because of the political 
and religious 'fury poured out' upon their 
unprotected heads? Can we not say, and 
be supported by Hie AVord of God, that 
Jehovah led our fathers to the shores of 
the great "Western "wilderness, causing 
them to 'pass under the rod' of many 
persecutions and bringing them 'into the 
bond of the covenant,' a covenant be-

Let the people of 
God rejoice as they hear the echoes of 
Mr. Chamberlain's wonderful declaration 
In f.ivor c£ the Anglo-American alliance. 
It is but another significant sign of the 
times; another evidence of the fact that 
God is preparing his people for. the final 
overthrow of the nations. Hear Isaiah's 
promise of Israel's victory: 'Thou whom 
I have taken from the ends of tho earth, 
and called thee from the chief men there- 
of, and said unto thee, thou art my ser- 
vant; I have chosen thee, and not oast 
thee away. Fear thou not, for I am 
with thee; be not dismayed, for I am thy 
God; 
I will strengthen thee; yea, I will 


help thee. Behold, all they that were in- 
censed against thee shall be ashamed and 
confounded; they shall be as nothing;' 
and they that strive with thee shall per- 
ish.
